If the Deutsche Tages Zeitung. an 
Influential 
newspaper 
published at 
Berlin, Is correct in saying tbat the 
n o n ce party" in the German Reich- 
Stag is ready to suggeat terms for the 
ending of the long and costly war 
that will embrace the restoration of 
Belgium and that section of France 
oremm by the Teuton hordes, it is 
apparent that the entente allies and 
the central powers are much nearer 
an agreement than at any time since 
hostilities began. The remaining and 
outstanding difficulties In the way of 
a pp""*» agreement would be the Bal­ 
kan sluwUon. the return of Alsace- 
Lorraine to F» vttfé and the destruc­ 
tion of German militarism and the 
«mancipation of the Gorman people 
from their .nutocralic form of jrovern- 
ment. As to ludi-n nitles and annexa­ 
tions there «ouid K» little quibblinp 
as the Unite 1 Slates, which will say 
the final wor *, has never yet waged a 
war for conquest or enrichment. 
The conflict has not yet reached 
that decisive stage where any peace 
terms originating in Berlin would he 
acceptable to those nations that are 
tghtlcy to “make the world safe for 
nomocracy," for the military element 
lr stltl in contrr 1 of the imperial gov­ 
ernment and might and not right is 
the ruling motive that directa the 
German policy 
A few more victories 
In Bolglttin, another successful thrust 
or two in Turkey and along the Ital- 
lan-Austrlan frontier, and It la not 
impossible that the German masses 
will begin to realise that the war is a 
hopeless one and that it must be 
ended at whatever coat.

Finds Volcano Is Hottest at Top. 
Notwithstanding what the old text­ 
books aay, it now appears that h vol­ 
cano is hottest on its surface. TbU is 
the conclusion drawn by a scientist 
who has made extensive investigation^, 
in craters in Hawaii and has obtained 
«emplee of gasee and lava before they 
reached the air. 
Laboratory studios 
of these samples make it appear that 
much of the heat required to keep an 
open lava basin in fluid condition Is 
supplied by the chemical action of the 
gases. 
From these investigations the 
scientist concludes that in times of 
great activity the temperature at the 
surface of a volcano undoubtedly ia 
higher than that below the surface. 


Prehistoric Japanese Canoe. 
Workmen engaged in the dry river 
bed of the Nhmazue-gawa, Osaka pre­ 
fecture, have unearthed a huge canoe 
made of camphor wood. 
It has not yet 
been completely uncovered, but the 
part so far dug out mensures over 40 
feet In length, 6 feet in width aúd 26 
inches in depth. There are traces of 
the canoe haying been colored blue. 
According to nrcheologists the canoe 
Is about one thousand.years old. and 
though several similar canoes have 
been discovered in various parts of ths 
country, nothing like the present one 
In size has been found.—East and 
West News.
